Commenced 
April 6, 1854“ A sum exceeding 
£600,000 of our money, voluntarily 
contributed the Murmuns in the 
old-fashioned form of tithes, has been 
expended on its erection, and, at a 


western f 
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moderate estimate, the cost of the 
edifice, when completed in five years 
more, will not fall far short of three- 
quarters of a million. A good idea 
of the cosmopolitan character of Mor- 
monism may be gained by walking 
leisurely around this mighty structure 
and observing the variety of national 
types among the small army of stone- 
cutters and laborers that are con- 
tinuously at work on the building of 
the Temple. Every European country 
bers its representatives here, with the 
solitary exception of Ireland. Itisa 
remarkable and an eloquent fact that 
the Mormon missionaries candidly 
confess that they have never been able 
to make any converts to their creed 
amongst the Irish in particular and 
Roman Catholics in general. Had 
you ever an Irish Mormon among 
you?” I asked a venerable and intelli- 
gent-looking man, who had told me in 
conversation that he bad been a Mor- 
mon for forty years. I was consider- 
ably amused at his reply. “Only 
one, as far as I can — and he 
only stopped with us for a week, and 
then eleared out with one of our best- 
looking girls.“ 


MORMON CUSTOMS. 


It is a fact not generally known to 
the Gentile world that, whilst all 
Mormons are polygamists in princi- 
ple, only a comparatively small per- 
centage of them are polygamists in 
practice—that is to say, the majority 
of the Latter-day Saints accept polyg- 
amy as an article of faith, but con- 
tent themselves with single wives, 
for the good and sufficient reason that 
they cannot afford the expensive lux- 
ury of keeping and qualifying two, 
three, or more ladies for honored 
places in paradise. The result is that 
the Mormon system can only be seen 
in its fullest development among the 
Church dignitaries and the well-to-do. 
The domestic life of the great bulk of 
the people does not differ in any 
essential particular from that of other 
communities, beyond being cbaracter- 
ized by an unflagging industry and a 
eystematic regularity that have trans- 
formed the Utah valley from a water- 
less waste into a garden literally blos- 
soming as the rose. Time was when 
the Mormons ruled Salt Lake City

with n authority, and 
when the Gentile visitors had to be 
very careful not to offend the sus- 
ceptibilities of the reigning powers. 
But the march of population and of 
rogress has destroyed their former 
isolation and deprived them of their 
Jocal pre-eminence. They are still 
five times as numerous as the Gen- 
tiles—the population of the city being 
25,000 Mormons and 5,000 Gentiles— 
but the latter, though so greatly in- 
ferior in numbers, are in reality the 
stronger party, for they have the guns 
of Fort Douglas at their back and the 
moral support of the millions of Ame- 
rican citizens. But in the surround- 
ing — of Utah the Gentile 
settlers are few and far between, and 
the Latter-day Saints constitute a 
fornridable and united colony of nearly 
200,000 souls. On all sides we heard 
the Mormons sighing for the good 
old days of the pre-railway era, when 
they dwelt in comparative seclusion 
and led lives of happy, undisturbed 
serenity. They indignantly contrast 
the present state of their sacred city 
with the Arcadian innocence of a 
vanished past, and charge the intru- 
sive Gentiles with introducing into 
Zion a host of social evils—drinking 
saloons, disreputable houses, gam- 
bling di ns, etc.—that bad no exist- 
ence whatever there when the Mor- 
mons were in exclusive ion. 
There is no doubt a certain amount 
of foundation for this charge; but, in 
their desire to bring the grievances of 
the Church into all possible promi- 
nence, and to prove to the passing 
stranger how seriously they have 
suffered from an heretical invasion, 
the Mormons are prone to consider- 
ably exaggerate the evils they deplore 
as having taken deep root in their 
midst. The fact is, that no city of its 
size and importance is eo uniformly 

uiet, peaceable, and well-ordered as 
the Mormon metropolis. A force of 
fifteen policemen, all told, suffices to

New Yorx, Oct. 28th. — A severe storm has been experienced along the Atlantic 
coast, causing several wrecks and some loss of life. 


Further disastrous prairie fires have occurred in Dakota. Late advices state that the 
town of Pierre is threatened with destruction by the flames. 


A Times Vienna telegram says the Russian Imperial family are said to have made the 
munificent donation of 400,000 roubles for the relief of the sufferers by the famine in 
Montenegro. 


Two vessels which sailed from Liverpool in April last—namely, the Steelfield and the 
Freihandel—are now so much overdue that they are regarded by the owners as lost with 
all on board, about thirty-seven altogether. 

Crty or Mxxico, via Galveston, Oct. 3rd. Details of the recent hurricane in Lau- 
gunadel Carmen show that 105 houses were destroyed and twenty-seven vessels were 
wrecked. The storm is raging in the Gulf to-day. | 

New York, Oct. 26th.—The schooner Forest Fairy, bound from Boston for Fayal, 
sailed sixty-five days ago, and has not been heard of since. It is feared she has been lost 
with all hands. She carried a crew of ten, and had twenty-seven Portuguese passengers. 


The failure of the harvest in Dakota is complete. A special telegram reports that 
20,000 persons are in danger of starvation. The St. Paul Chamber of Commerce is 
organizing relief. A committee of examination reports that the distress is appalling 
No food is to be obtained at any price, and no money wherewith to purchase if there 
were any. 

A Calcutta telegram says a fatal railway accident took place at Hatras, near Agra, 
recently, through the carelessness of a pointaman, who turned a passenger train into a 
dead siding, instead of on to the main line. The engine, brake-van, and one third-class 
woman’s carriage passed over the buffers. Thirteen women, one boy, and one girl were 
killed, and thirty-nine persons were injured. 

Advices received on the 27th ult. at Queenstown from Japan contain particulars of the 
terrific storm and floods which occurred in Aitchitchen on the 18th and 19th of September, 
causing widespread destruction of property, and appalling loss of life. Thirty-three 
villages were flooded, 222 bridges washed away, 874 persons drowned, and 79 crushed to 
death; 1,240 houses were swept away, and 439 vessels and boats lost. 

A severe gale prevailed in the English Channel on Friday night and Saturday (Oct. 18 
and 19th). The steamship West, of Liverpool, was driven ashore near Old Harry Rocks, 
in Stridland Bay, near Poole, but fortunately all the crew were saved. The Aurore, a 
French brigantine, was driven on the Woolacombe Sands, in Morte Bay, North Devon. 
Four of the crew took to their boat, which capsized, one man being drowned; the other 
three were saved by shoremen. The remainder of the crew were taken from the vessel 
by the rocket apparatus. 

A Times Vienna telegram of recent date says:—The Newe Freie Presse calls attention to 
the continued concentrations of Russian troops on the Austrian frontier, and says that 
detachments of Cossacks have been coming up so fast that 130 men may be reckoned for 
every tract of five versta. The same journal hears that the Czar has ordered the creation 
of two new military regiments, with four horse batteries each. The Servian Government 
has decided on appointing a Consul-General at Moscow, and as Servia has no trade at 
Moscow, the post can only be political.

Tux contemplation of these inspiring truths fills the soul with joy; but the 
tempter suggests that the manifestations of God’s care for ancient Israel are 
all of a special character,—that we need not think His people in this day 
shall also have angels to defend them. Why should we not think so? Shall 
we, who condemn the opinions of unbelievers, because they say that the mar- 
velous gifts of the Spirit of God are not now enjoyed, being no longer neces- 
sary, fall ourselves after the same example of unbelief, simply because we 
have not yet had the guardianship of angels visibly demonstrated to our 
natural vision, as the gifts of the Spirit certainly have been? Why should not 
the protecting care of angels be continued, just as the gifts of the Spirit are? 
Tbe manifestations we have experienced and witnessed demonstrate the 
presence of the Spirit itself. Day after day every righteous member of this 
Church receives tokens of its presence with him or her. Is Ir not a guardian 
of omnipotent power? Is ir not wiser and more vigilant than any angel? 
Having the greater protector, shall we say we bave not the lese! No; the 
holy angels keep guard over Israel to-day as faithfully as they did in times 
long ago, and this glorious truth sball yet be made manifest unto all who 
faint not. We think it wonderful that a celestial Being was sent to aid 
Joshua at Jericho. It certainly was. But the record states that he looked 
like a MAN; in fact is called a man. In the difficulties that have beset the 
people of God in these days, unexpected friends have often appeared upon the 
scene, cleared away the obstacles, and then have gone without revealing their 
identity. Who shall say that among these, angels from heaven have not been 
numbered? 

The manner in which God surrounded His faithful servants with angelic 
protectors is illustrated in the history of Elisha.

He sent secretly to the city of Dothan’ 
where God's servant was staying, “horses, and chariots, and a great host: 
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they came by night and compassed the city about. And when the servant of 

the man of God was risen early, and gone forth, behold, an host compassed 

the city both with horses and charivts. And his servant said unto him, “Alas, 

my master! how shall we do?” The king of Syria thus thought to steal a 

march upon one of God's prophets and capture bim by surprise, but before be 
do that, he would have to surprise God; which is more than mortal man can 
do. While the enemy had been marching his army, God had brought His own 

host upon the field. The prophet replied to bis servant, saying: Fear not; 
for they that be with us are more than they that be with them.” In order 
that his companion might know the ground of this great assurance, “Elisha 
prayed, and said, Lord, I pray thee, open his eyes, that he may see. And the 
Lord opened the eyes of the young man; and he saw; and, behold, the moun- 

tain was full of horses and chariots of fire round about Elisha.” (see 1 Kings, 
chap. vil The result was that the prophet was saved, and the Syrian army 
was delivered into bis band. 

Hezekiah, king of Judah, knew as well as Elisha did thatthe righteous are 
taken under the special protection of A'mighty God. When Sennacherib 
invaded his dominions, he addressed bis people in the same language almost 
that Elisha had used to his servant. He said: Be strong and courageous, be 
not afraid nor dismayed for the king of Assyria, nor for all the multitude 
that is with bim: for there be more with us than with bim: with him is an 
arm of flesh; but with us is the Lord our God to help us, and to fight our. 
battles, And the people rested themselves upon the words uf Hezekiab, king 
of Judah” (2 Chron. xxxii, 7, 8). These are noble words, and could come 
from a heart only that was full of faith and confidence in God. Nor could 
that faith have had any ground upon which to rest, if Hezekiah had supposed 
that God and His angels were sometimes encamped rund about bis people, 
and sometimes might not be. His faith was founded uon an assurance that 
the hosts of heaven always encompass the Saints about. The marginal reading 
for “rested” as given in the text just quoted is “leaned.” So “the people 
‘leaned’ themselves upon the words of Hezekiah, king of Judab.” They 
“leaned” in their bour of darkness upon the truth that those that be for God's 
people. are more numerous, mightier and wiser than those that be against 
them. Let the saints in these duys emulute the example of the ancient child- 
ren of God and “lean” upon the same consoling truth. 

It was by the ministration of angels that Lot, his wife, and two daughters 
were literally led out of the city of Sodom, which the Lord purposed to 
destroy. When Shadrich, Meshach and Abednego were cast into the fiery 
furnace, they had for company one like unto the Son of man. Heavenly 
guardians went into the den of lions, and shut the mouthsof the ravening beasts, 
that Daniel might receive no harm. They were sent by the Almighty for 
that very purpose. Angels threw down prison walls in early days to let 
apostles go free; and when bound in chains they communed with heavenly 
visitors ; and even Cornelius, an unbaptized, — righteous man, received 
a Visit from a heavenly messenger. 

These are remarkable instances of the watch-care which God exercises over 
His elect children; but they are not the only cases wherein angels bave 
ministered to the Saints. Indeed, when the history of the toils and struggles of 
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the Church in all ages comes to be written fully, it will be found that in EVERY 
STRAIT celestial beings have rendered aid. Ancient Israel, when obedient to 
God, was always under their care and protection. Isaiah says: “In all their 
afflictions * * the an zel of his presence saved them.” (Isa. Ixiii, 9). In 
view of the truth taught by this text, the examples which we have cited are 
remarkable, not becaus3 they are the only ones in which the angels have 
ministered ; but because they belong to a class of cases in which the heavenly 
assistants have been allowed to make themselves known. They were always 
with Israel though they did not always reveal themselves. That angels 
are to be perpetually employed in carrying out the purposes of the 
Almighty in the earth is quite evident from the vision that was given to 
Jacob, an account of which reads as follows: “And he dreamed, and behold 
a ladder set up on the earth, and the top of it reached unto heaven” (Gen. 
xxviii, 12). The truth that should engage our attention in considering the 
revelations of this vision does not concern the way or manner in which angels 
pass to and fro between heaven and earth, but that they do so. 

Some remarks have already been made incidentally concerning the perpetu- 
ity of angelic ministrations to and in behalf of the Saints of God but that 
subject shall now be considered at greater length. The Psalmist eays: The 
angel of the Lord encampeth round about them that fear Him, and delivereth 
them ” (Psalm xxxiv, 7). In this Scripture the guardianship of angels is said 
to be a blessing that every individual enjoys, provided he fears God, or in 

other words, is one of His children. The Psalmist makes no distinction of 
time, place, or condition. Every one of the elect of God in all ages, at all 
times, and under all circumstances is encamped about by “the angel of the 
Lord.” From how many dangers the people of God in their collective and 
individual capacity have been rescued by these celestial defenders, no mortal 
knows. Were not some power, and a migh'y one too, exerted in our behalf 
every moment of our existence, we would doubtless soon become possessed by 
devils, or be despoiled of our lives. The term “encamped” which is found in the 
text is a military one, and conveys to our minds the idea of war, of foes in 
deadly conflict ; and our hearts should be filled with gratitude to God when 


we think that He sends the soldiers of heaven to fight our battles for us. Let 


us not murmur because they do not do for us all we think they should 
Before one word of complaint falls from our lips let us ask ourselves by what 
right we can claim their services at all. Let us instead of murmuring take 
consolation from the fact that they are our defenders. Their activity in our 
bebalf is assured their very presence. 

Every one at times will doubtless be tempted to think that himself or her- 
self is exempt from this angelic guardianship. Satan tries in this manner to 
make God’s care und love for us appear less than they really are. It is done 
to break duwn the Saints confidence and to shatter their faith. The step is 
an easy one to conclude that if His watch-care is not extended to individuals 
as parts of a community it is likewise not extended to a community as a 
whole. If he can succeed in making the S:ints believe that things in the 
Church or kingdom of God are carried on by haphazzard, the prospects for 
the final triumph of the cause must be gloomy indeed. Just such a state of 
distrust Satan labors continually to bring about in our hearts. When 


f 
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doubts arise respecting God’s perpetual care over us the question for us to 
solve is this. Are we children of God, citizens of His kingdom, partakers of 
the covenant of promise? If we can answer these queries satisfactorily, the 
matter of angelic guardianship over us is clearly settled by the word 
of God. St. Paul writes: But to which of the angels said he at any time, 
Sit on my right hand, until I make thine enimies thy footstool? Are they 
not all ministering spirits, sent forth to minister for them who shall be heirs 
of salvation ! (Heb. i, 13, 14). These statements are surely explicit enough 
to satisfy anyone who believe’s in God’s word at all. If we are “heirs of 
salvation ” the angels of heaven go forth to minister for us. They do their 
work most effectually too, The hedge which was placed about Job was, very 
likely, a complete cordon of angels. They stood up so valiantly in defence of 
their charge that Satan acknowledged he could not get at him. This is what 
is said about the matter: Then Satan answered the Lord, and said, Doth 
Job fear God for nought? Hast not thou made an hedge about him, and 
about his house, and about all that he hath on every side? thou hast 
blessed the work of his hands, and his substance is increased in the land. 
But put forth thine band now, and touch all that he hath, and he will curse 
thee to thy face. And the Lord said unto Satan, Behold, all that he hath is 
in thy power ; only upon himself put not forth thine hand. So Satan went 
forth from the presence of the Lord” (Job i, 9-12). Job was wonderfully 
blessed and protected by the Almighty, and the only reason assigned for the 
signal favors was that he was a RIGHTEOUS man. He was one of the “heirs 
of salvation” for whom the angels minister. If other righteous men do not 
have a “ hedge” also set about them, we must conclude that God is a respecter 
of persons.

UTAH NEWS. 
(Summarized from Territorial Papers. ) 
Seven hundred people went from Provo to Salt Lake City during Con- 


ference. 


The first snow of the season whitened the hills east of Beaver City on Tues- 


day night, the 8th ult. 


The Saints who were detained by injuries received in the accident which 


occurred near Lynchburg, Va, have all arrive in Utah. 
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On Thursday afternoon, Oct. 3rd, Hans Anderson, a day laborer at the 
Church farm, was engaged in operating a mowing machine, and while passing 
in front of the knives to remedy some slight defect, the horses started and he 
was caught by the knives, and three of his fingers lacerated so badly as to 
require amputation. The operation was performed by Dr. Ormsby. 

ACCIDENT To a Boy.—A short time ago the son of Mr. William H. Rowe, 
about eleven years old, was riding on horseback. When in the vicinity of the 
General Tithing Office, Salt Lake city, the animal began capering, tripped 
and fell on the sidewalk, with the boy partially uuder him. The lad struck 
upon the sidewalk with his head. He was picked up by Mr. Orson Arnold, 
who placed him in his buggy and conveyed him to where the assistance of 
Dr. H. J. Richards could be procured, and subsequently took the lad home. 
We are pleased to be able to state that his injuries, though paiuful, are not 
deemed at all dangerous. 

An ELxOrRIO Incipent.—Abvout three o’clock on the 9th ult. the electric 
car running eastward on the Twentieth Ward line jumped the track. This 
caused the connecting rod to be displaced and to strike the wire that leads to 
the instrument in the President's Office. The result was that a great bunch 
of flame shot out of the instrument into the room. Happily nobody was 
using the telephone, else the result might have been serious, if not fatal. A 
similar occurrence took place at a publishing house in this (Salt Luke) city a 
short since. When the printing office devil“ saw the flame issuing from the 
instrument he rushed up to it with a wet sponge, with a view of extinguish- 
ing it. The moment he made the connection he was hurled to the floor with 
such force as to make him believe the end of the world had come. If he had 
had a sponge at the other end of him (bis feet) he would have gone into the 
otber world without realizing what sent him there. Incidents of this kind 
suggest that the telephone wires should at once be placed beyond the possi- 
bility of contact with the connecting rods of the electric cars. 


Buenep BY Exectriciry.—Shortly after seven o’clock on the morning of 
the 10to ult. the telephone company was subjected to serious inconvenience 
and severe loss, the result of contact of a telephone wire with a street railway 
wire. Several instances of this kind, where the damage has been slight, have 
been mentioned by the News, coupled with a warning that provision should 
be made against such occurrences. But nothing has been done, aud the 
procrastination bas led to to-day’s event, which cut out some 285 telephone 
connections, besides doing damage, an approximate estimate of which cannot 
be made at the present time. The current from the street car wire came into the 
telephone central office over one of the wires leading to the latter, and burned 
out four sections, cutting off all but 200 telephones in the city. ‘The wires 
and connections are curled and twisted up, the woodwork partly burned, and 
the office presents a demoralizing view. In addition to this damage it is 
estimated that from fifty to sixty telephone instruments used by private 
parties have been burned out, By diligent work to-day the telephone men 
have replaced 100 connections, but it will take several days to complete 
repairs, There should now be no further delay in the street car company 
protecting its wires where they pass under the telephone wires. This after-
